HE custom of beginning a period 

of fasting and solemnity for the 
forty days before Master is a very old 
custom of the Christian church, At 
first this period began on what is now 
the first Sunday in Lent; but it be- 
ing found that when Sundays, as im- 
proper for fasting, were omitted, there 
remained only thirty-six days, and 
therefore the period was made to com- 
mence four days earlier; in this we 
have Ash Wednesday. The reason it 
is called Ash Wednesday is that in 
the old church the priests took some 
ashes, blessed them, and sprinkled 
them with holy water. The worship- 
per then approaching in sackcloth, the 
priest took up some of the ashes on 
she end of his fingers and made with 


them the mark of the cross on the 
worshipper’s forehead. 
Some of us might think that Ash 


Wednesday was therefore regarded as a 
very solemn and religious day, but chil- 
dren were not prohibited from indulg- 
ing in some sports, although not to 
quite such an extent as on the day be- 
fore, The cocks being all done away 
with the boys used to erect a scare- 
crow and shy at it with sticks, in 
imitation of one of the sports of the 
previous day, Boys would go about 
knocking at doors to get eggs or bits 
of bacon wherewith to make up & 
feast among themselves; and when re- 
fused would stop the keyhole with dirt 
and depart with a rhymed denuncia- 
tion. In some parts of Germany the 
young men gathered the girls into a 
cart and drove them into a river or 
pool, and there “washed them favor- 
edly,” a process which shows that 
sports were not altogether abstained 
from on Ash Wednesday, 

Among the old customs that pre- 
vailed in England an officer called 
the “King’s Cock Crower” crowed the 
hour each night within the palace in- 
stead of proclaiming it in the ordin- 
ary manner of watchmen, A peculiar 
thing happened after the accession of 
the House of Hanover as Prince of 
Wales, afterwards George I]. When 
the prince had sat down to supper on 
the first Ash Wednesday of his reign 
an officer abruptly entered the apart-

Lawrence River on February 22nd, 


1818, just about one hundred and one 
If we look at our map of 
River, just east of 
where Lake Ontario empties into it, 
we will see two towns right across 
from each other, They are Prescott, 
on the Canadian side, and Ogdensburg, 
on-the United States side. 

Well, it was during that painful war 
of 1812-14 when Great Britain and the 
United States, people of the same race 
and language, were fighting each other, 
and Canada, being part of Great Bri- 
tain, had to bear the brunt of a good 
deal of the fighting. Lieut.-Col, G. 
Macdonell, who was in command of the 
British troops at Prescott, secured per- 
mission from the conmander-in-chief 
to march out on to the ice to try to 
discover if the United States fort at 
Ogdensburg was occupied or not. The 
British commander-in-chief did not 
want Macdonell to attack Ogdensburg 
at that time of the year, but Macdonell 
had determined to do so, even though 
he disobeyed orders in doing it. 

The river is a mile and a half across 
at that point, and the United States 
guns started pouring shells into the 
British ranks as soon as they came 
within sight of the forts, The British 
guns got stuck in the snow, but Mac- 
donell’s men pushed on and eventually 
captured Ogdensburg at the point of 
the bayonet. 

Many brave men were killed and 
wounded on both sides, The British 
victory was most important,
